START OF FLIGHT 

Despite feverish excitement which 
had prevailed around the hangar in \ 
the last few days, ths dirigible got 
awsy with clock-Uke precision, and , 
with less fuss at the start than it 
takes to get a transatlantic liner away 
from her pier. 

Shortly before 7 am. the doors of 
the great hangar swung open and pre¬ 
parations were made to clear the ship. 
All the members of the crew took their 
, positions and the paasengers were 
taken on board 

Pulleys were attached by running 
blocks to either side, and the great 
I craft was dragged slowly and steadily 
out of the hangar 

Within two minutes after It was 
free of the hangar the hawsers 
were detached and 200 stalwart 
workmen who had been hanging to 
the lower gunwales let go. The ' 
Leaf Zeppelin Immediately as¬ 
cended almost perpendicularly to 
an elevation of 130 feet.

Finally It headed westward and In 
; three minutes the craft had dlsap- i 
peered from view on what wax hoped to 
be the third east-to-west flight across 
the Atlantic in a llghter-than-alr craft.

Borne 
idea of its possible speed Is given by 
the estimate of Dr. Hugo Eckener. the 
designer, that the big ship could fly 
from Berlin to Tokla In four days. 

To begin with, the Count Zeppelin 
offers far better passenger accommo¬ 
dations than any airship yet built. 
Twenty passengers can be carried, two 
to a room, la commodious. Pullman- 
type staterooms. Their quarters are 
electrically lighted and heated Elec¬ 
tric ranges ip the kitchen provide hot 
meals; roomy lavatories are fitted for 
hot and cold water.

It is not alone in sine and luxury 
that the Oraf Zeppellq is a new de¬ 
parture in the wotld of aviation. The 
German engineers have devised a new 
gaseous fuel for it* motors, a fuel 
that weigha no more " than air. and 
that consequently makes no differ¬ 
ence In the ship’s weight when it is 
exhausted The present practice of 
valving, out hydragaa to make up tor- 
the loss of weight as fuel Is consumed 
is done sway with. 

A making as the Oraf Zeppelin. Is. 
however. It will not be long before 
still another superalrmhip comes to 
surpass It. The British are now com¬ 
pleting a veritable- giant, the R-100, 
which will go even farther along the 
road of alee and luxury. 

The R -100 will carry 100 passengers 
and have three decks, or floors, in Its 
living quarters, all built In to the hull. 
The lower deck will house the crew 
and working quarters. On the second 
deck will be a dining-room big enough 
to accommodate fifty diners at once. 
Hanked by staterooms, with a roomy 
promenade running around on the 
outside A arid# staircase will lead up 
to the third deck, where there will be 
more staterooms and another prome¬ 
nade deck, on which passengers can 
lounge at their earn In deck chairs as 
comfortably as they do now on big 
steamships. There will be a well- 
stocked bar aft of the dining-room. 

In Its outward dimensions the R-100 
will not look larger than tQe Oraf 
Zeppelin. Its length #111 be even 
shorter—709 feet—although Its dlame- 
. ter win be 133 feet. It. is planned to 
equip it with Diesel engines which will 
; burn heavy oil.
